He was the 
inspiration behind more local and world 
premieres than it would be possible to 
enumerate, 

Rennert will be remembered ùs 4 Ji- 
rector, hough he was also theatre ‘direc 
tor of {he Hamburg State Opera from 
1940 to 1957 and of the Munich Opera 
from 1907 lo 1970, Hlis qualifications 
for these posts were impressive: he had 
u doctorate in lw ard was {he son ol 
the direclor of an Essen steelworks.

%4 Hanburg courl has dismissed the 
Ik suit filed by IO women against Der 
Stern, the fustrated weekly magazinê, 
for alleged sexism in its choice of cover 
pictures, 

Ordering the womar to pay cosls, 
judge Alfred Engelschall regretied that 
the law left him with no Optlon but to 
dismiss the case, 

No other decision could have bcen 
reached, he told actress Inge Meysel — 
thie only plaintiff to atlend his sumın- 
gp ~— not even if the panel had 
consisted entirely ofl women. 

‘THe tort’ arpreclated’. iE Weomen"s 
sland and admired Ilıeir sense of con- 
mitment, he sald. In 20 or 230 years’ 
time legal action miglit wel} bring a de- 
cision in their favour. 

Henri Nannen, edîtor-in-clief of Der 
fe « was booed and catcalled as lhe 
kissed Frau Meysel's hand before lhe 
judge delivered his ruling. 

The plaintiffs, who want the Hamburg 
magazine to slop prtraying women as 
mere Sex objects, intend to appeal. They 
include Alice Schwarzer of the feminist
